The 
other is the misuse of the courts by 
which justice is unevienly admin¬ 
istered and notoriciusly guilty men 
get free through law.vers’ tricks and 
court technicalities, which are with¬ 
in reach if there is money enough 
at liand. So that in many cases 
the lynch law lawlessness is simply 
a reflex of the legal lawlessness 
carried on under administrative 
auspices. And lynching uprisings 
generally start from a feeluig that 
some particularly atrocious crime 
may go usponislied by the regular 
authorities, that some "smart law¬ 
yer” will ^ able to thwart justice, 
and so tbe people must take the 
l»w in their own hands.

Gompers Loses (kit>A Bad Fall Down! 


It is not generally known, lint 
ought to be, that Samuel Gompers 
w-rote personal letters to practically 
all the delegates to the recent con¬ 
vention in Boston of the Intcnia- 
tional Typographical Union, beg¬ 
ging them to belli ptff through an 
cndorscmenl of Bryan. Not only 
this, but John Mitchell vi-as at the 
convention in person to do kibbv- 
itig work along the same line. 
There is an old saying that you can 
lead a liorse to water, but vou can¬ 
not make him drink. In this case 
the horse even refased to be led. 
For the introduction of a resolu¬ 
tion to endorse the voluble candi¬ 
date from Nebraska raised such a 
hubbub in the convention that the 
mover was impkiretl to withdraw 
it in order to save Mr» Bryan (and 
Sammy and lohnl from a bad 
turn-down. ’.’It will never do to 
have it ro out that this big con¬ 
vention clefeatcd such a resolution,’’ 
Slime of the Bryan workers said. 

Meantime, the committee on 
litical policy was at work. The 
temper of the convent bn was not 
to be misiindcrstooil. Labor could 
not afford to be made the tail to any 
corrupt, capitalist party kite. The 
committee consisted, 'of Bros. W.

That there should be a stale' 
reformatory for -.he eonfinrmi-iit of 
criminals niidcr iweniy-ime years of

Still ftirlher up there are hun¬ 
dreds of seres of grass lands to bc 
rftkoned with and several other 
sharp points protruding in _^Uie 
scheme, the most imjxirtaiM'^of 
which concerns the public at large, 
and the state in particular. 

Of the thousands who visit the 
Ddls. scarcely any have seen more 
than about half. The parts unseen 
are in some respects the most de¬ 
lightful. Thus statement will sur¬ 
prise readers and requires the fol¬ 
lowing explanation: - 

How About Old River Red! 

About forty-five years ago the 
river flowed south from Cold 
Water Can.von, through a_ channel 
wider in places and more diversified 
than the one now so nopular. It 
is not only tlie safest and most 
beautiful for boating, were it flood¬ 
ed, but the most beautiful drives 
and walla could be easily made to 
enhance it as a resort. With its 
many ravines, nigg^ islands, 
caves, etc., hundreds of these acres 
are unknown to the public, because 
vrithout water to- float c r roads for 
driving, the guides cannot pilot 
vishocs there. 

Mr. Elias. Shadduck, one ol tlie 
early river men, has piloted many 
lumber rafts down this old river 
way. At that time the present 
course of the water was filM onlv 
in high water, but during spring 
freshets there is always a shifting 
of sand bars, and one >-ear, %bout 
the time statoi. a great bar with 
logs and- deb .-is was deposited at 
the entrance 4o the old bed. and 
when the srater level receded, it 
made its way down the short cut. 

Now. when you are taken np the 
river, toe guiile points out the old 
river bed, hot you see only a huge 
.sand bar between two rock bank.s 
with the tips of some birch trees 
protruding. If yon were to leave 
tlie boat and walk over this bar for 
200 feet, vou would get into -the ^ 
original rfver with all its beautv. 

Must be Made a Pnblic Park. 

When Ac state, for the welfare 
of the public, aennires this whole j 
area of about 4,000 acres for a 
state park, as is proposed, it will be 
but a simple matter to scrape this 
sandbar down and let the water in. 
This old river route pa.sses Kil¬ 
boum to the south of where the 
present stream flows, and re-enters 
the present channel about 200 feet 
sooth of the dam. When reopened, 
the beauty spots now in linger up 
the river cannot be submerged, no 
matter how high the dam may be 
buih. It will be but a concrete 
moownent to capitalistic gieri. 
The Power'Cqmpajjs- cannot- mam- 
tain more than 12 to 13 feet of 
water at the dam, t b me qp e d verv 
little, if aay, of the scemc value.
